Then  Uncle  Sam  took 
him  away.  A permanent  teacher  was  then  assigned  to  our  cell.  Of  course,  you  all  know 
it  was  Mr.  Walsh. 

Finally  we  were  JUNIORS  and  became  upperclassmen.  This  was  the  year  we 
elected  Mr.  Collins  as  our  class  advisor  and  we  also  ordered  our  class  rings.  For  the 
first  time  we  had  class  officers.
